NKW YOBK, Dec. 10.—The coroner 


told the^ United Press reporter yester- 
day morning that among otlier things 
Mrs. Norcross had said to him after 
identifying the remains of the dyna- 
miter who tried to blow up Russell 
Sage, as that of her son, was the fol- 
lowing: 


"My son, Henry L. Norcross, was al- 


ways mild mannered. I um positive 
that Le liad never harbored any bad 
feelings toward Russell Saj^e. He ad- 
vocated the limitation of wealth, say- 
ing that no one man should be per- 
mitted to accumulate tin immense 
amount of wealth. 
When 
ruading 


in the newspapers that a certain 
person had died leaving so many 
millions of money, lie said that was 
wrong. He was regular in his habits. 
He was a free thinker, however, and 
believed in no hereafter. 
He never 


quarreled. lie did not like cards. Ho 
was always at home at nights, lie 
was retiring, but quite firm. He was 
very determined; in fact, inflexible. He 
never led me to believe that ho con- 
templated violence towards others or 
himself. His brain also seemed to be 
very high above the cars. He had fine 
instincts—no low disposition. He al- 
ways seemed to admire Russell Sage as 
a brainy man, and lie thought that 
he hud 
earned 
his 
money 
more 


honestly 
than 
other 
millionaires. 


I never knew him to handle explosives, 
and it is a great mystery to me how ho 
learned so much about them. Heconld 
be very secretive. I felt perfectly safe 
to tell him anything. He associated 
with no young men. He was in love 
with no one but myself. He said tome 
three weeks ago: "I shall never get 
married unless I cau make you inde- 
pendent." 
He said 
to me often, 


"Mother, 
you 
and I 
get 
along 


well together. You never get vexed 
at me. Your disposition is just the 
one to govern mine. If you do get 
vexed you get right over it." He was 
impatient, and appeared to be irritable 
if things did not go right. He said 1 
knew how to treat him and how to take 
him. Ho had no books which treated 
of explosives unless ft was Chamber's 
Encyclopedia. 1 do not know if it con- 
tained anything on the subject. Ho 
was not combative. He never had any 
trouble before. He used to often, quote 
this poetry: • 


Ho either fears his fato too much, 


Or his deaarts fire small, 


"Who dnres not put it to the touch, 


To win or lose it all. 


Mr. and Mrs. Norcross called at the 


coroner's office yesterday shortly be 
fore 12 o'clock to get their son's effects. 


Word has been sent to the family un- 


dertaker in Boston, who will employ 
an undertaker in this city to have the 
remains shipped. It is understood that 
the parents will have the head and re- 
mains cremated when they reach home. 


The effects wore shown to the parents 


of the unfortunate man by the coroner. 
Mrs. Norcross instantly identified the 
gloves and pocketbook. The white 
hankerchiof she was positive about. 
She carefully examined the pieces oi 
clothing, and was positive that they be- 
longed to her son. Mrs. Norcross 
swore to the remarks she made to the 
coroner and the statement went on file 
as her affidavit that the remains were 
those of her son. 


The father, James E. N«rcross, also 


swore that the remains were his son's. 
He described his son's head, teeth, etc., 
in his statement, and gave a number of 
identifying marks by which he was 
positive that the dynamiter was his son.

Death of Ira B. Curtis at the 


Hotel Brunswick. 


He Passed Away Quietly |at 1:36 


a. m., Attended by Relatives and 
Friends — The Last Hours — A 
Kind Hearted, Useful Citizen 
Taken Away—Sketch of HisHon 
orable life. 


Tli9 sufferings of Dr. Ira B. Curtis, 


with paralysis of the ptomaob, oame to an 
end this morning at 1.36 o'clock at hia 
apartments m the Hotel 
Brunswick, 


where he passed away in death, quietly 
and peacefully, without a struggle, aged 
68 years. There was no man in Mucon 
county more widely known or had a 
greater number of personal acquaintances 
;han 'Squire Onrtie. He had lived in 
3ole8, Christian and Macon counties 
nearly all bis life, the greater portion of 
>he time in Deoatur, and in early life and 
n his prime, having been a practicing 
physician, he WBS a familiar figure in 
many sections in this part of tho state. 
!t was also known that for a period of 
nearly thirty years Dr. Ourtia hud been 
a sufferer from total paralysis of the 
ower limbs— an affliction which made 
lim helpless, causing him periods ot in- 
iense Buffering at intervals, and requir- 
og him to remain in a rolling chair. The 
attacks became more severe and frequent 
of late years, and despite the fuot that a 
number of the best physicians of the 
city weie brought to his side daring his 
asl illness, none could afford him relief. 
le became unconcioua, and only at 
>riet intervals was it apparent that he 
3ou!d reoogaize those who were at bia 
ledside, and in the end he fell asleep as 
peacefully as a child. 


The Doctor was in his office for the 


ast time on Monday, Dec. 7th 
He was 


hen feeling very poorly, but it was his 
ustom to attend to his duties as justice 
jf the peace, even while suffering intense 
lain— all in hope that relief would come 
at any time; but the usual remedies 
ailed to alleviate the pain and ward off 
he coming of the silent reaper, 
Dr. Curtis was aeelf-made man, and 


lad accumulated more than a competency ' 
>y his personal industry and systematic 
methods of business, He brought thoee 
nahties into the school room, into his 
medical practice, into the county treas- 
urer's office and into the office of justice 
if the peace. His death removes from 
iur midst one of the best justices of the 
peace Deoatur ever had, Business men 
and litigants will mieshim. He possessed 
a good knowledge of the law, and in tbe 


deposition 
of 
questions 
and 
cases 


fought before him lie always balanced 
he scales of justice evenly and justly, 
nd always did the right thing. He sol- 
lom if ever made a mistake. 


In his dealings with his fellow men, 
)r. Curtis was ever generous, charitable 
and sympathetic. No person in want or 
listress ever applied to him for assistance 
n vain. Ho loved to make people happy, 
and rejoiced in the prosperity qf his 
riends and neighbors. In his home life 
le was ever social and amiable. He was 
ever happier than when surrounded by 
congenial companions. He was especi- 
ally fond of children who made friends 
with him at once. 


The funeral will take place from the 
esidenoe of O. E. Curtis, No. 359 West 
Jecatnr street, on Thursday, Deo. 17, at 
2:30 p. m. Rev. James Miller and Dr, E. 


. Moore officiating. 


' visit patients, In April, 1856, Dr. Curtis 
returned to Decatur and for a year he 
was in partnership with Dr. W. J. Chen- 
owetb, He was practicing his profession 
at the outbreak of the war.. In February, 
1862, at the request of Governor Yalee, 
Dr. Curtis went to the front to assist in 
oaring for Illinois soldiers who had been 
wounded at the storming of Ft. Donol- 
son, and he enbaequently rendered like 
service at Cairo. Again after the battle 
of Stiloh, in 1862, ha went to Mound 
City, where the hospitals were crowded 
with the wounded brought in from the 
battle field. For a time Dr. Curtis 
was 
in 
full 
charge 
ot 
the 
hos- 


pital and a thousand wounded soldiers 
wera under his care. The number ot 
assistant surgeons was deficient, and 
work pressed upon him eo hard '.hat Tor 
a period of ten days he had not more 
than a couple of hours out of the 24 in 
which to catch a little sleep. The exer- 
tion was beyond ths possibilities of hu- 
man endurance, and as a consequence he 
was sif zed with paralysis parnplegia. He 
wes unable at once to get relieved, and 
while suffering with this disease lay in 
bed for u week directing tbe affairs of 
the hospital. After returning to his home 
ia Deeatur bis life was stil! further en- 
dangered by the mistake of a druggist 
who prepared a preparation of corrosive 
sublimate in place of a harmless drug 
which had been prepared. 
Tffe five 


physicians in attendance told him that 
death would certainly ensue within a few 
lours, but he himself had every confi- 
dence that he would recover, and he did. 
Ele gradually became better, and his 
lealth woe finally restored with the ex 
ception of the paralysis of the lower 
imbs, and for 29 years the deceased had 
seen unable to leave bis chair without 
assistance. The exertions and anxiety of 
Mrs. Curtis during her husband's illness 
was largely the cause of her deafness and 
ilindness, to which she has eince been 
subject, 


In the fall of 1803, Dr. Curtis being 


unable to engage m the practice of his 
profession because of his affliction, be- 
came the 
Republican candidate for 


county treasurer. He was elected and 
illed the office six years, three successive 
;erme. He then made the eye and ear a 
special study. Since 1877 he has been a 
ustice of the peace, a position he has 
filled in a manner which was highly grat- 
fying to the public, especially business 
men, 
who always found 'Squire Curtis 


aitbful, correct and prompt in the dis- 
charge of his duties, 


The deceased was tho father of five 


children. 
The surviving children, with 


tho invalid mother, are Otto E. Curtis, 
)orn in 1853, and Frank Curtis, born in 
1858. 


In early life Dr. Cnrtis waa a Whig, 


and oast bis first ballot in 1840, when W. 
1. Harrison wus elected President. He 
was then not 21, but it was quite common 
n those days for young men to vote 
early. He voted for Henry Clny in '44, 
and in '66 became a Republican when he 
voted for Gen. Fremont. Since then he 
las been an uncompromising Republi- 
can. 


Ira B. Curtis was a native of Delaware 


county, Ohio. Ths family from which he 
lescended settled in Connecticut previ-i 
ons to the Revolutionary War. 
His 


nther, Carlos Curtis, born in Connecti- 
cut, lived in Ohio until 1835, when he 
oame to Illino:s with all of his children, 
ocatiug at first at Round Prairie, near 
Springfield. In 1836 he entered land in 
Joles county south ot Oakland, where he 
died in 1844, aged 58 years. Dr. Curtis 
was born October 18, 1823, and was in 
;be 69th year of his age. Ho was 12 years 
old when he oame to Illinois. He secured 
an education in the imperfect country 
schools of his boyhood in Ohio, in San- 
gnmou and Coles counties. At the ag - 
of 17 years deceased's father gave him 
remission to leave home and make his 
way ID the world on his own account. 
3e had but 25 cents in money, and with 
that sum in his pocket he started trom 
Coles county for Decatur on foot. On 
lie arrival here he made his home with 
119 sister, tbe wife of Kirby Benedict,' 
,hen a Decatur lawyer, afterward chief 
ustice of the territorial courts, dying in 
Sew Mexico. The winter of his arrival 
n Deoatpr Dr. Curtis attended school in 
a frame building which then stood on 


iBt William street. In the same class 


were Er-Governor B. J. O^leeby, Henry 
Elliott and "Doc" Martin. In the spring 
of '42 he went back to CoJes county to 
study Latin with n teacher near bis 
borne.
